Dear Mr. President: 
I enclose copy of a letter from Major Harcourt of 
the Royal Flying Corps, which speaks for itself. 

The quotations he inserts in the letter are correct. 
You will doubtless remember that when the matter first came up before 
the Board the decision was to make no charge for the use of the rooms 
in the Engineering building, hence the statement in my letter of 10th 
March. 

Subsequently Mr. LePan informed me that he had seen you 
with regard to the heads of the agreement to be drawn up, and you 
thereafter sent me a draft of the points to be covered, one of these 
reading as follows:- 

"The Royal Flying Corps agrees to pay the University of 
Toronto for the necessary heat and light for those rooms which are 
to be occupied for the duration of the war. On the basis of coal 
costing $8.00 per ton (a likely figure) this will amount to 
approximately $450 per Season." 

I naturally assumed when I drew up the formal agree- 
ment, in which this was one of the clauses inserted, that Mr. LePan 
and the Flying Corps had agreed upon these terms notwithstanding 
that they were a departure from those previously outlined. This 
particular clause is now taken exception to. 


When I laid the matter before the Board to-day they 


thought that I should write to Major Harcourt to the effect that in 
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my first letter there is nothing said about supplying heat and light 
to the rooms in the Engineering building used by them. I demurred 
to this as I understand you had more than one interview with Major 
Allen, and you may have given them the impression that the rooms 
would be heated by us,as well as placed at their disposal, without 
charge. I was then directed to consult you on this point and to 
ask if you see anything inconsistent in putting the matter to them 
in that way. 

Perhaps you might be good enough to suggest what 
might be said as I am somewhat in the dark, having on both occasions 
simply followed directions given. 

Please let me have a reply at your earliest convenience.

Dear Sir:- 

Sub-section 1 of para. 2 of the memorandum of agree- 
ment dated first day of May, 1917, contains the following: 

"For the use of the rooms in the Engineering Building the 
"Governors make no charge, except for the supply of heat and 
"light for those rooms which are to be occupied for the duration 
"of the war." ",... the approximate charge for heat and light 
"for these rooms will amount to $450.00 per season." 

Your letter dated 10th of March, referring to the 
rooms kindly placed at our disposal in the Engineering Building, says: 

"No charge will be made for the use of these rooms, but the 
"Corps to be responsible for the cleaning of this section of the 
"building, and for any damage done." 

From this Major Allen came to the conclusion that no 
payment of any kind whatsoever would be required in respect of these 
rooms. 

It seems to me that if the rooms occupied by us would 


have to be heated even if we were not in occupation, then we are 


causing no extra expense to the University and might well not be

charged with the cost of the coal. If,on the other hand, this 
expenditure on coal would have been saved to the University had we 
not occupied these rooms, then we will gladly accept the University's 
decision whether they wish us to make payment to cover this expendi- 
ture or whether this expenditure will be part of the gift that they 
are already making to us. 


Will you please let me have your remarks on this point.
